Quick News 


Slow Speeding Drivers 


The speed limit on the roads of Surf Pines is 25 
miles per hour. Any driver who habitually speeds 
on these roads should be reported to the security 
manager, John Gates, who reports the speeding, 
in turn, to the Security Committee. Do not con- 
front a speeding driver. Do not endanger your- 
self. But do get a license-plate number and as 
complete a description as possible of the vehicle, 
the driver, and the occurrence of speeding, in- 
cluding time and place. 


Slow Speeding Boaters 


The speed limit on Neacoxie (Sunset) Lake is 10 
miles per hour. The fine for exceeding the speed 
limit, a Class B basic violation of Oregon’s boat- 
ing laws, is $242. To slow speeding boaters, re- 
port speeding to the Clatsop County Sheriff De- 
partment’s Marine Patrol at 503-325-8635. Do 
not confront a speeding boater. Do not endanger 
yourself. But do get a number for the boat and 
as complete a description as possible of the boat, 
the boater, and the occurrence of speeding, in- 
cluding time and place. 


Expect Fire Season by July 4 


As the Breeze went to press, a spokesperson for 
the Oregon Department of Forestry, Astoria Dis- 
trict, reported that fire season in Clatsop County 
is scheduled to begin no later than July 4, 2009. 
During fire season, which usually extends from 
July through October, but varies from year to 
year depending on the weather, burning is re- 
stricted because of the risk of wildfire. Open 
burning and burning in a pile are banned during 
fire season. Burning in a barrel is allowed only 
with a permit. For more information, call the 
local office of the Department of Forestry at 503- 
325-5451. 


Use Fireworks Elsewhere, Not in Surf Pines 


The association’s policy regarding fireworks is 
stated in the Owners’ Guide: “To reduce the risk 
to residents and property presented by fireworks, 
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the use of fireworks of any kind, including fire- 
crackers, is prohibited in Surf Pines, except on the 
public beach, where state laws are strictly enforced 
by the Clatsop County Sheriff and the Oregon 
State Police.” If either a resident or a guest seems 
unaware of the policy, then inform that person of 
it. 


Bag Your Dog’s Feces 


Tf you own a dog, then you either walk your dog or 
your dog walks you. You and your dog walk in the 
park, on the paths, and on the roadsides of Surf 
Pines—where your neighbors walk too. If you are a 
dog owner who bags your dog’s feces during a walk, 
then accept your neighbors’ thanks for your 
neighborly action. You can stop reading this item. 
If you cannot stop reading, then this item is for 
you. A consensus has formed among members, in- 
cluding members who own dogs. Members agree 
that a dog owner’s not bagging his or her dog’s fe- 
ces is un-neighborly if the feces are either on asso- 
ciation property where members are likely to walk, 
including in the park, on the paths, and on the 
roadsides, or in neighbors’ yards. Please take the 
neighborly action.

The Nominating Committee reminded me of two common misconceptions about the Board of Directors. 


The first misconception is that members are elected by the membership to a particular office on the 
board, such as president. Instead, the membership elects the five board members, and then the board 
elects its officers: president, vice president, secretary, and treasurer. This latter election, which occurs at 
an organizational meeting after the Annual Meeting, is based on each board member's experience, 
schedule, and comfort level with the requirements of the office. 


The second misconception is that regular board meetings are inevitably held on the third Monday of 
the month at 4:30 p.m. Although this day and time have been convenient for board members for the 
past few years, the day and time of the meetings can vary from year to year, based on the schedules of 
the board members. At the organizational meeting after the Annual Meeting, the board sets a mutually 
convenient day and time for its regular meetings. 


I extend a special thank-you to both Patrick Kelley and Bob McWhirter for their service on the Board 
of Directors. Their many hours of volunteering and the skills and experience they brought to the board 
I very much appreciated. 


As my year as president of the Surf Pines Association draws to a conclusion, I remember challenges 
that the board faced, several of them “firsts” for our community. I feel very good that, as our commu- 
nity looks toward 2009-2010, we are on sound financial ground following the decision last year by the 
membership to increase dues. Though we all pay only $1.48 per day in dues, it looks like in our near fu- 
ture we should be able to maintain a solid infrastructure with our roads, gates, buildings, and commu- 


nity property.

On the night of Friday, May 8, 2009. three break-ins occurred, including two at homes on Ocean Drive 
and one at a home on Manion Drive. The owners were not at home. Electronics and tools were stolen. 
The break-ins were reported to the owners and local law enforcement. Local law enforcement has in- 


creased its patrols. 


I can offer several easy, economical tips to make your home more secure. If you are a part-time resi- 
dent, install timers on a couple of lights in your home to make it look lived in full-time. Keep your yard 
trimmed to make your home look lived in. And install dead bolts on your doors. Dead bolts are deter- 
rents to break-ins, no matter whether you are a part-time resident or a full-time resident.

If you are a full-time resident, keep an eye out for strange cars and trucks and any unusual activity. 
Call me at 503-738-0637 if something does not seem right. I would rather check and find nothing wrong 
than not check and find out later that something was wrong. If you will be away for an extended length 
of time, let me know and I will check your home when I make rounds. And also let your neighbors 
know if you will be away. 


Misuse of gate codes contributes to break-ins. Never give your personal gate code to anyone other than 
your immediate family. Instead of your permanent personal gate code, give all others—contractors, 
other service providers, and guests—the temporary monthly visitor code. Your following this policy 
will prevent a break-in a month from now when someone who has scored a gate code is stopped at the 
gates late at night because his code is an expired monthly code instead of your permanent personal gate 
code.
